I  Judaism  on  this  unprecedented  gift  of  $22 
million.  This  gift  marks  yet  another  significant 
moment  in  the  response  of  the  North  American 
Jewish  community  to  the  continuity  crisis. 
Jewish  institutions  of  higher  learning  have  bro¬ 
ken  the  glass  ceiling  and  are  beginning  to  receive 
support  from  Jewish  philanthropists  at  levels  pre¬ 
viously  reserved  for  the  glamorous  institutions  of 
the  public  domain.” 

“I  take  particular  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  first 
two  gifts  of  this  magnitude  have  come  to  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  for  the  William 
'  widson  Graduate  School  of  Jewish  Education 

II  to  the  University  of  Judaism  for  the  Ruth  and 
Allen  Ziegler  School  of  Rabbinic  Studies,  testi¬ 
fying  to  the  undiminished  appreciation  of 
American  Jews  for  the  vitality  of  Conservative 
Judaism.

“The  opening  of  a  second  rabbinical  school  with¬ 
in  the  Conservative  movement  presents  both  a 
challenge  and  an  opportunity.  Maintaining  the 
unity  of  the  movement  which  represents  the 
largest  number  of  affiliated  Jews  in  North 
America  is  what  the  hour  demands.  Our  unity  has 
been  founded  upon  our  loyalty  to  the  texts  of 
Judaism  and  to  the  living  Judaism  which  flows 
from  them.  I  call  upon  the  leadership  of  the 
University  of  Judaism  to  join  with  the  Seminary 
to  work  together  to  maintain  the  standards  of  aca¬ 
demic  and  professional  excellence  which  have 
been  the  hallmark  of  our  rabbinate  and  to  avoid 
the  regionalism  which  might  attend  the  creation 
of  a  school  on  the  opposite  coast.  The  unity  of  the 
movement  can  be  preserved  only  by  working 
cooperatively  within  a  common  framework.”

Rabbi’s  Desk 


One  of  the  most  interesting  aspects  of  my 
recent  visit  to  Lithuania  was  a  visit  to  the 
ancient  Karaite  community  in  Trakai. 

The  Karaites  are  the  “fundamentalist”  sect 
founded  by  Anan  ben  David  in  the  eighth  centu¬ 
ry  which  accepts  only  the  Bible  and  not  the 
Talmud.  How  this  group  came  to  be  in  Trakai  is 
rather  interesting. 

The  Lithuanian  Grand  Duke  Vyautas,  whose 
realm  stretched  from  the  Baltic  to  the  Black  Sea 
in  the  late  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  century,  hired 
300  members  of  a  Turkic  tribe  living  in  the 
Crimea,  who  happened  to  be  from  this  sect,  as  his 
personal  bodyguards  and  brought  them  to  his 
northern  capital.  He  later  encouraged  others  to 
move  to  Lithuania  with  their  families.  Today 
there  are  about  200  in  Trakai,  with  some  in 
Vilnius  nearby,  and  a  few  in  Ponivesh. 

How  they  survived  the  Holocaust  is  complicated, 
but  basically,  they  described  themselves  as  ethnic 
Turks  and  were  not  betrayed  either  by  their 
Lithuanian  neighbors,  who  may  not  have  known 
their  “Jewish”  connection,  or  by  a  German  offi¬ 
cer,  who  discovered  their  roots,  but  kept  silent. 

Through  the  good  offices  of  my  guide,  I  managed 
to  meet  with  the  head  of  the  community  and  to 
get  into  their  “Knessa”  or  synagogue  to  interview 
him  and  look  at  their  prayer  books  which  are 
written  in  a  Crimean  Tatar  dialect  in  Latin  letters. 
It  seems  they  have  lost  all  knowledge  of  Hebrew. 

I  was  told  that  a  Finnish  professor  had  undertak¬ 
en  some  research  into  this  group  and  I  recently 
received  a  number  of  papers  from  him  which 
were  published  in  various  academic  journals.  He 
informs  me  that  further  research  is  being  under¬

taken,  and  he  feels  that  there  is  something  of  a 
revival  taking  place. 

One  cannot  really  believe  that  there  is  much  of  a 
future  for  the  Lithuanian  Karaites.  The  lay  leader, 
Mr.  Firkovitz,  told  me  that  they  do  not  accept 
converts.  It  does  seem,  however,  that  they  have 
been  in  touch  with  the  Egyptian  Karaites  who 
now  live  mostly  in  Israel,  with  some  in 
California,  Chicago  and  Rochester,  N.Y.,  and  this 
may  strengthen  them  somewhat. 

This  exotic  part  of  our  People  has  always  fasci¬ 
nated  me.  Some  years  ago,  I  published  some 
translations  of  their  ancient  writings  and  wrote  a 
responsum  on  their  legal  standing  in  our  commu¬ 
nities  for  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  Law 
Committee.

ither  had  to  stop  working  as  a  result  of  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  war  or  who  suffered  at  the  hands  of 
the  Nazis.  The  law  increases  German  pensions 
based  on  the  following  criteria:  Those  people 
who  now  receive  a  German  pension  but  who 
have  not  fully  utilized  their  rights  as  survivors  of 
the  Nazis  can  improve  their  position  and  receive 
a  larger  pension  or  in  some  cases  a  lump  sum  of 
money.  Those  who  never  applied  for  or  received 
social  pensions  from  Germany  are  now  also  fully 
eligible. 

Eligibility  is  determined  by  the  following: 

•  Those  survivors  whose  families  spoke  German 
and  were  considered  part  of  the  German  culture. 

•  Those  survivors  who  worked  in  Eastern  Europe 
and  were  at  least  16  years  old  prior  to  the  out¬ 
break  of  World  War  II. 

•  Those  survivors  who  stayed  in  camps  of  UNRA 
or  the  JOINT  after  the  war. 

This  offer  of  expanded  social  pension  benefits 
has  a  registration  time  limit  set  by  the  Bonn 
Government. 

Qualified  people  will  come  to  the  U.S.  to  help 
those  eligible  to  file  their  claims  with  the  German 
government.  All  counselling  and  registration  ser¬ 
vices  will  be  free  of  charge.

Celebrating  Hanukkah 


When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  beginning 
on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corresponds  to 
the  evening  of  Sunday,  December  17th  through 
sundown,  Monday,  December  25th  this  year. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or  Hanukkiah, 
on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of  Hanukkah  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews 
over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the  Second  Century, 
B.C.E.  A  small  cruse  of  oil  found  when  the 
Temple  was  rededicated  surprisingly  lasted  for 
eight  days  instead  of  the  expected  one  day,  mak¬ 
ing  it  possible  for  the  Jews  to  purify  more  oil  for 
the  lamp  in  that  period  of  time. 

The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of 
oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews 
stand  against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order  to 
preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash.  Gen¬ 
erally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a 
wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed  on 
the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then,  on  each 
succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the  LEFT. 
The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  following  bless¬ 
ings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvoatav 
v’tzivanu  l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 


Haolam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu 
bayamin  hamen  baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  performed  miracles 
for  our  ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this 
time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu 
v’hee-gee-anu  lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
sustained  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  evening’s 
lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the  LEFT 
with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for  the 
new  day  and  continues  by  moving  to  the  RIGHT. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit  after 
the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children’s 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many  fam¬ 
ilies  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  with  the  chil¬ 
dren  lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  applesauce 
or  sour  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts  instead  of 
latkes  are  eaten. 

In  the  United  States,  it  has  become  customary  for 
children  to  receive  Hanukkah  gelt  (money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to  exchange 
Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  “Jewish  way”  of  expressing 
their  love  for  one  another. 

Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties  -  a  way  of  celebrating 
this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history.
